Latitude, 40° 41’; Longitude, 74° 10 west from Greenwich. Three miles 
above Newark Bay; eight miles west from New York. Area 23.40 square miles, 
of which 6.5 square miles are tide water lands. Five hundred acres have been 
ceclaimed by the City on which wharves, docks and railway terminals are 
being developed for factory and warehousing uses.

to the Law Department numerous 
times during the discussion as to 
what our opinion may be with respect 
to some of the Legislation, and I 
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think it only fair to Commissioner 


Brennan, who has taken the advice . 


of the Law Department, that we 
should make some explanation at this 
time. With respect to the authority 
of this Board to pass the ordinance 
which has been referred to as the sa- 
loon ordinance, I feel very clearly in 
my own mind that the Board of Com- 
missioners has such power. I am well 
aware of Chapter 255 of the State 
Laws, particularly Sections 41 and 42 
which have been referred to, and I 
do not think under the title of such 
an Act the Legislature can take away 
from a municipal body the power giv- 
en to it to license any and all kinds 
cf business. Any section in so far as 
it relates to taking away this power 
is unconstitutional. 


With respect to the Nuisance and 
Abatement Act, it is very true, and 
we have considered that Act and find 
that it is as Mr. Hobart described it, 
but find under that Act the power, as 
I read it, to enforce the provisions 
of closing a place is not given to the 
Municipal authorities, but it does vest 
in the Court of Common Pleas, pro- 
vided a person has been indicted and 
convicted of a misdemeanor, to im- 
pose as part of the sentence that the 
place be closed, so you can readily 
see that it may be. a ` considerable 
length of time before a lot of the 
places you complain of, and that we 
complain of, can be closed. 


We therefore thought it highly 
proper to introduce, and we are glad 
to have the citizens here today to 
give their views with respect to this 
ordinance. You have all said you 
wanted the saloon done away with, 
but every single one of you admit 
that we still have them and we be- 
lieve that by an ordinance such as 
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‘dinance. 


this, which is not for the purpose of 
raising revenue, that we can better 
enforce the law. We have put some 
very stringent provisions in this or- 
It also gives the Director 
of Public Safety power to promulgate 
additional rules and regulations from 
time to time as he may find neces- 
sary. Some months ago Commission- 
er Brennan was the first man in our 
Legislative Conference to recommend 
that our Conference go on record as 
in favor of the Screen Law. We 
have today in the City of Newark 
more so-called saloons than we have 
policemen. It has been stated that 
these saloons are being carried on by 
an entirely different class of men. 
We know it, and I want to say to 
you from my investigation in sitting 
in with Commissioner Brennan, that 
a large number of individuals run- 
ning so-called saloons today would 
not run them if we had that kind of 
an ordinance. At the present time 
there is nothing to prevent any in- 
dividual from out of town, to come 
here and open a place over night. 
Section 8 of the ordinance provides 
that no license shall be granted to 
any person who is not a citizen of 
tne United States and a resident of 
the City for at least one year, or to 
any person who has been convicted 
cf a violation of the National Prohi- 
bition Law or any State Law with 
respect to the sale of liquors. We 
feel that the provisions of this or- 
dinance will materially assist us in 
wiping out the places complained of, 
and the ordinance is not for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue. I believe 
Commissioner Brennan is ready to in- 
troduce an amendment to make the 
fee a nominal one. If this ordinance 
is passed I believe the number of sa- 
loons in existence today will be very 
materially reduced at the start. 


Reference has been made to the 
Volstead Act, and about the closing 
of these places when we make raids. 
It is true when raids were made we 
did close them until the Prohibition 
Enforcement Officer arrived with a 
search warrant. That was done by 
arrangement with the Prohibition Of- 
ficer and he agreed to take the case 
over at that point and prosecute it. 
The Volstead Act is very clear, as I 
read it, in respect to what a repre- 
sentative of a Municipality can do. 
We have been working in this matter 
with the Prohibition Enforcement Of- 
ficer and have done everything up 
to date that he has asked us to do. 
He asked us to keep these places 
closed until he could get there with 
his search warrant, which we did, and 
Mr. Hobart will agree that we have 
no arbitrary power to keep the places 
closed. 


We have gone just as far as we 
ean go in that respect. We are glad 
to have your comment and this or- 
dinance is not an attempt to keep 
the saloon as we knew it, going, or 
for the purpose of raising money, but 
for the purpose of regulating this 
business, which has been referred to 
as a lawful business when they are 
selling beverages of less than one- 
half of one per cent. We know and 
you know some places are selling 
other stuff, and we believe an ordi- 
nance such as this will help us to 
regulate much more effectively. 


Commissioner Raymond: I do not 
see why we should subject these peo- 
ple who sell a non-intoxicating bever- 
age, to this ordinance. I think you 
will work an injustice on lots of in- 
nocent people. If they are violating 
the law you can get them now. I am 
opposed to the entire ordinance. 
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Commissioner Brennan moved that

Watson Avenue. I understand you 
have decided to take off of my lot 
about 5 feet in the rear running 
along about 25 feet in length, and 
you have made me an award of $65, 
and you have assessed me $800. I 
really don’t think this is a very just 
award or a just assessment. If the 
land is valuable, then the rear of the 
lot is valuable. If the lot is not 
valuable, then why do I come in and 
get an assessment -of $300—-when the 
land is not valuable? 

Commissioner Howe: Because it 
puts you on a corner. 


Mr. Pollant: Yes; don’t forget I 
have a one-story building, and a 
building on the corner, the land is 
valuable. You will have to put an- 
other siding there, and the expense 
incurred wili not be worth while for 
the expense I will have, and then 
there will be an assessment for curb-

ing and grading $600. That will be 
$1,900. And the land will never be 
valuable to that amount. I don’t 
think $65. award is enough, and make 
me pay $800. assessment. There is 
a building on it; if there wasn’t a 
building on it, maybe it will be worth 
something, but the building the way 
it is now is absolutely useless, with 
the expense incurred of $1,000. $65. 
for taking off a piece 5x25, I don’t 
see where the figures are gotten. A 
lot : 25x100 square will always sell 
for $500. more than if there was a 
piece cut off the rear. I certainly 
am not satisfied with that award or 
that assessment. 


Mr. Wolber: This land taken is 


vacant. 


Mr. Pollant: I say there is a one- 
story building there, and the building 
is no good for a corner. 


Mr. Wolber: It only takes off 
about 60 square feet. 


Mr. Pollant: I am in the real es- 
tate business, and I know when a lot 
is sold, if it is not an even lot, it 
sells for a great deal less than an 
even lot. Sometimes a foot makes a 
difference of $500. on a lot. 


Commissioner Howe: It never 
made that difference in the rear of 
that lot. 


Mr. Pollant: I have a lot on Grant 
Avenue and Hunterdon Street, and 
on account of the narrowness of the 
lot in the rear, I was unable to sell 
that lot; they all want lots 25x100. 
That makes it 20 in the rear. It may 
be true that it is a vaeant lot now, 
but some day it will be built upon, 


but an award of $65. is out of the 
question. 


Mr. Wolber: How much do you say 
your lot is damaged by the taking off 
of this land? 


Mr. Pollant: At least $500. 


Mr. Wolber: What value do you 
place upon your lot? 


Mr. Pollant: I owned the lot for, 
I think, about twelve or fourteen 
years, and at that time I paid $1200. 


for it. I believe now it is worth 
$2,900, 
Mr. Wolber: Have you heard of 


any lots being sold in that neighbor- 
hood for $2,000? 


Mr. Pollant: I don’t know, but I 
am in building and loan associations, 
and I know when anybody applies 
for a mortgage on land on Watson 
Avenue a little bit further up, it is 
$100. a foot. 


Mr. Wolber: You know of no sales 
recently at $100. a foot? 


Mr. Pollant: 
sold any. 


I haven’t bought and 


Mr. Wolber: Have you heard of 
any sales at $50. a foot? 


Mr. Pollant: No, sir. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other 
citizen wish to heard on Ridgewood 
Avenue? 


(No response.) 
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Commissioner Raymond Then I 
move that the assessment be confirm- 
ed as to all except Mr. Smith’s client.

Avenue and Mr. Morris Weisfeld, 112 
Elizabeth Avenue, appeared and ob- 
jected to the resurfacing of Eliza- 
beth Avenue at this time, stating re- 
surfacing was not necessary at this 
time, and presented the following pe- 
tition :

Corporation Counsel Congleton 
stated 80% of the cost was to be 
assumed by the City and only 20% 
assessed against the property owners 
on both sides of the street. 


Mr. Henry H. Dawson, Essex Build- 
ing, representing the Mt. Pleasant 
Cernetery Association, appeared and 
stated in 1918 the City entered into 
an agreement whereby the Cemetry 
Association agreed to sell to the City 
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land extending into the river and the 
City agreed to erect a retaining wall 
along the cemetery protecting the 
property and that the agreement pro- 
vided that the wall was not to be 
erected until the termination of the 
war, but in any event it should be 
finished within two years or by the 
8th of August, 1920, and the wall was 
to be in accordance with the specifi- 
cations and agreements prepared by 
the City Engineers. The wall was not 
finished until September, 1921 and it 
is not finished at the present time, 
that is, in accordance with the agree- 
ment and we want. to complain 
against that and ask that the City 
take steps to have the wall complet- 
ed. The wall was to be eight feet 
above the level of the street. In some 
places and it is that height, but in 
others it is only four feet and be- 
cause of this the cemetery is put to 
the expense of employing watchmen 
to protect their property.
